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Oldest Of Arts Was Started 
With Greeks And Perfected 
By Romans In 4th Century 


The oldest of all the arts, cook­ 
ing. began when man began. But 
while man ate and cooked from 
his very first moment on earth, 
the true history of dining began 
with the Greeks and had its glory 
in the days of the Romans 
It was man s discovery of fire 
and the shaping of the first clay 
pots that 
graduated food from 
simple feeding to the realm of 
feasting. While the eastern kings 
enjoyed sumptuous banquets, it 
was the Greeks in the days of 
Achilles and Ulysses who made 
something extraordinary out of 
bread, wine and meat. In those 
days animals guts stuffed with fat 
and blood were considered some­ 
what 
of a 
special 
table 
item 
•and the tradition has come down 
to us to the modern era in varia­ 
tions that range from blood pud­ 
ding to sausage ». 
Already in those days of Athe* 
nian greatness, dining was rated a 
luxury worthy of a new habit — 
placing couches down while eating 
and drinking 
The Romans, of 
course, continued this custom and 
the noblest Romans of them alf 
considered it the acme of etiquette 
to eat no other way than lying 
upon their left side, leaning upon 
their left elbow. The dining couch 
held no less than three persons af 
a time. The habit was termed in 
Latin “ lectistemium” 
and 
per­ 
haps it was during this Roman 
reign that the old axiom was born: 
“ There's many a slip twist the cup 
and the lip." Lying down to eat 
continued until the 4th Century.

there was abundant reason why 
the early Christians put gluttony 
among the seven deadly sins. Ro­ 
man gluttony was more than a 
fable Tile practice of using emet­ 
ics to empty the stomach after 
eating so that the toga-clad diners 
could indulge once again of the 
extravagances on 
the 
groaning 
tables was widespread in Roman 
patrician homes 
Consider, for instance, that tai* 
cul Jus. the earliest apast Ie of gour- 
mandry. budgeted his cook to an 
expenditure of $1 OOO per guest per 
dinner. Once Lucullus exploded 
when dining alone 
He had dis­ 
covered that his cook had spent 
less than $1,000 for his meal. The 
chef tried to excuse himself: “ But 
since you're eating alone . . ,” 
And Lucullus erupted angrily: 
“Alone? It is precisely when I am 
what you call alone that the din­ 
ner must he extra choice because 
it is then that Lucullus is the 
guest of Lucullus ” 
W ROTE TWO PO EM S 
The famed literary light 
Hor­ 
ace, was so concerned with Ro­ 
man bills of (are that he did no 
less than two whole long jioems 
on the subject. In one of these 
poems Horace recounts a typical 
dinner menu in an imperial Ro­ 
man household. On this particular 
occasion the Roman gentlemen 
involved ate: Cold wild boar with 
all sorts of pickled vegetables; 
oysters and sailfish with a sauce; 
two varieties of turbot, a fish still 
popular today, another dish where 
a large fish seemed to be swim­ 
ming among shrimp with a relish 
made from fish from Spain, wine 
from Greece, vinegar and white 
pepper; then wild fowl served 
with com; the liver of a white 
goose 
fattened 
on 
white 
figs: 
shoulder of rabbit: broiled black­ 
birds and pigeons: 
red apples 
served as a dessert and topping 
it off was a final touch of black 
mulberries, and Horace pointed 
out that they are good only when j 
gathered “before the sun is high. 


Little wonder that Horace con­ 
cludes his account with the re­ 
mark: “We rise from the table 
pale from overeating.” 
lf the 
Romans were very aware of the 
pleasures of the table, they evi­ 
dently were somewhat lacking in 
ordinary sanitation Horace makes 
particular note that the tablecloths 
were often dirty, exceedingly dirty 
and in one invitation to a friend 
he promised that the tablecloth 
and the napkins would not he in 
a condition to make him turn up 
his nose in disgust. Horace was a 
champion of cleanliness and also 
was aware back in those days that 
there were too many Romans who 
were just half safe. In the invi­ 
tation to his friend, he promised 
plenty of room at the table so that 
he would not be subjected to ob­ 
jectionable 
odors 
“as 
happens 
when people are seated too close 
to one another ” And yet. Rome 
was the most famed of all civilisa­ 
tion for its baths, 
ALL PARTS OF W ORLD 
Delicacies for the table were 
brought to Rome from all the 
known parts of the world—apricots 
from Armenia, peaches from Per­ 
sia. guinea fowl and truffles from 
Africa, rabbits from Spain and 
peacocks from the farthest edge 
of Asia 
Fish was particularly 
prized and brought to Rome from 
faraway countries in jars filled 
with honey. Vintage wines were 
already much desirer! and the 
prices of the wines were deter­ 
mined either by the year that they 
had bren produced or the region 
that they came from. Each jug 
of wine, known as an amphora, i 
had the date on it much as our 
present-day 
French 
bottles 
of 
vintage wine. The Romans added 
flowers and various drugs to their 
wines in an attempt to make them 
more potent, but they never did 
achieve 
the dream of alcohol 
which was not introduced until 
around 1500. 
The typical Roman banquet had 
20 or more courses and the Ro­ 
man elite view with each other to 
come up with the most unusual 
and exotic.

THE SECOND LOOK 
The other evening a certain TV 
personality spent two hours tak 
ing much of the American press 
to task for reporting things about 
him that he said were untrue 
Right or wrong, his many words 
added up to a simple axiom: 
thugs often look differently when 
we give them a second look. In 
the same vein it was Will Rog­ 
ers who proposed that when we 
disagree with someone's views we 
should take time to step around 
behind him and look in the same 
direction as he. This “second 
look,” according to Will, would 
eliminate much of the confusion 
and 
contention 
that 
beset 
so 
many people. 
Our religion should give us great 
cause to take a second look on 
occasion for the better spiritual 
health of many. 
For one thing, we should feel 
compelled to take a second look 
at the labels that are so easily 
attached to individuals and groups. 
This is a period in our national 
history when such labels as "sub­ 
versive,” 
“un-American,” 
"re­ 
actionary.” 
"modernistic” 
and 
even 
“Communistic” 
are 
em­ 
ployed in fast and loose fashion. 
There are some vociferous group* 
who believe that if you don’t agree 


with them you are open to suspi­ 
cion as part of a sinister conspir­ 
acy to overthrow America. 


STEM FROM MISTAKES 
Closer to us is the tendency we 
have on a local community level 
to pin equally damaging labels on 
people — on entire families and 
segments 
of 
the 
community. 
"Lazy," "wasteful," “irrespon­ 
sible.” "selfish,” "snobblish" — 
such are local labels that can be 
pinned on people. Often these la­ 
bels stem from past mistakes, 
either their own or those near to 
them. 
When we so pinpoint people, 
we immediately make mn* un 
derstanding of them impassible. 
We easily and conveniently turn 
away without asking why and 


when and where they got to be 
the way they are and, above all, 
how they can hest be helped in 
overcoming their shortcomings. 
LOVE BORE FRUIT' 
When Jesus sat down with the 
sinners He was labelled a glutton 
and a winebibber by the "reli­ 
gious" people of the community, 
to which He made the reply we 
should feel impelled to make 
"These people are are spiritually 
sick, and I have come to help 
make them well." Instead of la 
belling them He loved them and 
His love bore great and good 
fruit. 
To 
the 
spiritually 
sick 
among us we should take a sec 
ond look—discarding the labels 
and thinking in love. 
Closely related to his practice 


of labelling is the need for us to 
take a second look at the rumors 
that cross our doorsteps, espe­ 
cially those serious and injurious 
to the best interests of others. 
Even the most minor and incon­ 
sequential ow* can blossom into 
disastrous ones, for the human 
tongue 
has 
greater 
projecting 
power than all the missiles and 
rockets at Cape Canaveral.

An Arabian wise man once 
advised a wicked gossip as fol­ 
lows: "If you are tempted to re­ 
veal a tale to you someone has 
told about another, make it pass, 
before you speak, three gates of 
gold. First, Is it true? Then, Is 
it needful? And the next is last 
and narrowest, Is it kind? And 


if to reach your lips at last it 
passes through these gateways 
three, then you may tell the tale, 
nor fear what the result of speech 
may be,”

“Never

DROP IN AUTO 
FATALITY RATE 


HARRISBURG (A P )- Pennsyl­ 
vania had a dram atic decrease 
in highway fatalities in the first 
month of legalized radar, Gov. 
Lawrence told his weekly news 
conference Thursday. 
“The tem ptation would he, nat­ 
urally, ot give the m ajor part of 
the credit to the ase of rad ar.” 
he said, “ for there is no doubt 
whatever that renter installation 
has had a trem endous psycholog­ 
ical impact since its introduction 
on Sept. I. 
“ When we make progress in a 
field such as highway or pedes- 
train safety, however, it is the 
result of many elem ents, working 
successfully together.” 
G A VE REASO N S 
These elem ents he identified as 
improved public understanding of 
highways safety, better police en­ 
forcement and safer highways. 
Figures released at the news 
conference showed there were 93 
deaths on Pennsylvania highways 
in Septem lier—the lowest by far 
since World War II The previous 
low for the month had been 102 
in 1954. 
State police began using radar 
last month to catch speeding mo­ 
torists. 
Traffic deaths were down gen­ 
erally in the state through the 
first nine months of the year. The 
figures also showed 1.018 deaths 
through the end of September, 
com pared to 1.207 for the sam e 
period of 1960, No figures were 
given for other years.

glance through this choice and 
unique book 
It has been widely 
read in England as well as re­ 
maining on our best seller lists 
for 
seven 
months 
so 
perhaps 
my enthusiasm it shared by a 
few others. 
Laid in the beautiful country 
of northwest Scotland, “Ring of 
Bright W aters.” by Ga’ in Max­ 
well. tells of the author's settling 
down to live in an ancient but 
empty cottage which he furnished 
with bits of this and that thrown 
up on nearby beaches. The few 
bona 
fide 
faeces 
of 
furniture 
were purchased from a retired 
Hollywood 
actress who ran 
a 
local inn. His description of the 
changing seasons on this lonely 
but lovely costal area, the mi­ 
grations of animals, birds and 
fish, and the character sketches 
of

are

written and almost poetic. The 
author is a portrait painter as 
well as a writer and. when not 
travelling or living in London.
